country  politically  happy.  No  consideration,  or 
very  little,  was  given  to  the  climatic  advantages 
of  this  Coast  for  training  purposes.  Here,  on 
the  Pacific,  was  simply  a section  of  Canada  which 
should  enjoy  Its  share,  however  meagre,  and  In 
proportion  to  population,  of  Federal  expenditures 
for  war  purposes.  No  Idea  was  ever  entertained 
by  the  authorities  at  Ottawa  of  the  training  as 
a composite  unit  of  one  army  division  on  this 
Coast.  Perhaps,  now,  there  Is  some  regret  for  lack 
of  vision.  Apart,  however,  from  any  threat  or 
otherwise  there  may  be  to  the  Inviolability  of 
this  part  of  Canada  there  remains  the  foolish- 
ness of  a system  of  training  which  has  been 
devised  on  political,  rather  than  on  military  j 
considerations. 

What  la  happening  In  Canada  Is  this  There  Is 
a shuffling  to  and  fro  all  the  time  of  members 
of  the  different  units  of  the  armed  forces  for 
training  purposes  or  for  special  course*.

>-l>!ant  mineralogist,  continuing  in 
that  position  until  1917.  when  he 
waa  appointed  resident  engineer  of 
Mineral  Survey  District  No.  2.  with 
headquarter*  at  Haze]ton.
